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San Rafael Council Finally 
Adopts New Master Zone Plan 


A new zoning ordinance, designed 
to give a plan for orderly growth 
c* San Rafael, was adopted by the 
San Rafael city council last night. 
The ordinance, and the «on lug 
map accompanying it, are the cul­ 
mination of several months of in­ 
tensive study and discussion by the 
city planning commission, its plan-1 
ning consultants, the council, and 
the public. 
According to 
Everett 
Murphy, 
chairman of the planning commis­ 
sion, the new plan will do away 
with spot zoning and will provide 
an orderly growth of the city’s resi­ 
dential and madness areas. 
The meeting last night, at which 
the ordinance was finally adopted, 
attracted a large group of citizens 
as have the previous public hearings 
before the planning commisMun and 
the council. 
The ordinance was drafted by 
Hahn, Campbell Associates, plan­ 
ning consultants retained by the 
planning commission. 
One significant change in the 
zoning plan presented by the firm 
was the retention of north side of 
First street from West End avenue 
to B street as a commercial zone. 
This area, if the plan had not 
been changed by the council last 
night, would have been zoned an R-3 
area which would limit use to resi­ 
dences, professional offices, or mul­ 
tiple family dwellings. 
Attorney Samuel Gardiner, speak­ 
ing for several property owners on 
First street, said the city “would be 
taking private property for a public 


purpose without compensation if it 
rezoned the area to residential. 
Several property owners, Gardin­ 
er said, had purchased land with the 
intent to use it as commercial prop­ 
erty ami they would lose half the 
value of their property if it were re­ 
zoned. 
Murphy presented the planning 
commission's viewpoint saying First 
street was a natural arterial street 
for traffic from the Mirade Mile 
to Highway 101 and that commer- 
cfcJ development would hamper the 
flow of traffic if the street were 
ever improved. 
The council voted unanimously, in 
the absence of Mayor Austin, to 
overrule the planning commission 
and its consultants and leave the 
area in its present commercial zone. 
Other major dispute settled last 
night was the stains of Fifth 
Avenue. 
The council, everrmliitf 
protests of some property owners 
and upholding those of others, de­ 
cided to keep the street a resi­ 
dential area frem E street to the 
the west. 
Attorney John Rockwell, rep­ 
resenting the Stewart estate, ask­ 
ed the conncil, in view of reeom- 
mendations 
of 
the 
planning 
commimlon, consultants, and a 
petition of residents, to zone the 
area to restricted 
commercial, 
which would permit business if 
they provided off-street parking. 
Also requesting the commercial 
zone was Raymond Flood, represent­ 
ing the San Rafael Military Acad­ 
emy. 


Protesting the commercial zone 
were Glenn Smith and Rev. John 
Jefferson Canoles, 
both of 
the 
First Presbyterian Church of San 
Rafael. They maintained commer­ 
cial zoning would seriously hamper 
the youth program of the church 
and reminded the council that the 
area had always been residential. 
“Why does some one want to dis­ 
rupt a program such as ours just 
for a commercial advantage,“ Ca­ 
noles asked. 
Councilmen Homer Wood and 
Harry Albert both stated there is 
plenty of room in San Rafael for 
commercial development and that 
Fifth street is not needed for the 
good of the city. 
Zoning of the Valencia, Park and 
Union streets between Mission ave­ 
nue and Jewell streets was changed 
from R-2 (permits duplexes) to R-3 
after the planning commission had 
received a petition from 82 per cent 
of the property owners in the area 
requesting the change. 
One other change made in the 
proposed zoning map was in the 
buffer area around the proposed 
Woodland 
avenue 
school. 
The 
planning commission had planned 
for a restricted area around the 
school so students would not be 
endangered by industrial develop­ 
ments. 
Attorney Dave Fyfe protested this 
zoning saying, as 
Gardiner 
did, 
that his clients had purchased prop­ 
erty with the belief that it was in 
an industrial 
area. The council 
agreed with Fyfe.

FOUR EXPLAINED 
The Tour amendments to be voted 
on In April are, In brief, as follows: 
1. Change in the requirements 
for city employees so 
that only 
elected officials would have to bo 
three year residents in San Rafael. 
At the present time applicants for 
even appointive positions must have 
lived to the city for at least three 
yean. Councilman Harry Albert 
pointed out that during emergency 
periods the city should be allowed 
to recruit employees wherever It 
could, and Brown said the council 
mady times had lost potential em­ 
ployees because of this requirement. 
2. Provision enabling the coun­ 
cil to act by motion as well as by

4. Rotenone has been used 
for 
about 20 years, and is now standard 
spray all over the country for many 
insects. It is still unknown just how 
widespread its use is, but it may 
even be killing 
goldfish 
around 
homes where bushes are sprayed. 
Three million pounds are believed 
to be used in the country each year. 
5. Coming from a derris or Cube 
Bay root, rotenone does not dissol.e 
in water, but slowly diffuses as a 
suspension and moves down the 
streams en masse.

A lot of light was thrown on the rotenone fish poisoning 
situation at a meeting of all concerned last night at the Nicasio 
school house. Whether it shone in the right places remains to 
be seen. 
Ranchers, Division of Fish and Game officials, department 
of Agriculture officials, rotenone sprayers, sportsmen, chemical 
experts, and District Attorney Richard M. Sims, were among 
those present. 
It was an effort to cooperate in controlling the use of 
rotenone in Marin. As an insecticide* 
which kills the ox warble grub, ro­ 
tenone is sprayed on cows on a large 
percentage of the county’s 
dairy 
farms. It has been running off into 
the streams and killing large num­ 
bers of fish. 
GIDDINGS REPORTS 
Evidence to this effect was pre­ 
sented by Game Warden A1 Gid- 
dings who first related dead fish 
he found to the use of the spray 
and who has been conducting a 
vigorous investigation since then. 
Giddings explained <he effects of 
rotenone, 
which is used by the 
division of fish and game to kill 
undesirable fish 
before 
planting 
game fish. He then gave examples 
of fish found dead in the same place 
that a rancher sprayed his cows just 
before. Giddings also showed how 
fishing has dropped off in five years. 
Many present did not seem con­ 
vinced of either the cause or ser­ 
iousness of the situation. One man 
In the Department of Agriculture 
said he lWStffff the prfMfttty which 
had been given the case. Another 
referred to the “gross statements 
in the papers.“ 
But Giddings felt the ranchers 
were going to cooperate and make 
every effort to prevent spray run­ 
offs into the streams by construct­ 
ing traps to catch the run-offs, or 
by spraying on level ground where 
there is no access to the streams. 
A lot of ranchers are fishermen too, 
and do not want this to continue, 
Giddings says. 
They will have a chance to co­ 
operate 
right 
away. 
Donald T. 
Thompson, who does most o‘f the 
rotenone spraying in this area, said 
he .will be spraying 35 ranches be­ 
tween now and the end of March, 
many of them twice. If it Is not done 
properly, this spraying may cause 
great damage. 
CITES LAW 
Giddings reminded those present 
of Section 481 of the fish and game 
code, which aays, “It is unlawful 
to deposit in, permit to pass into, 
or place where it can pass Into the 
waters of this state . ... any sub­ 
stance or material deleterious to 
fish . . .“ 
He indicated there would be no 
prosecutions 
against 
ranchers if 
they did their best to remedy the 
trouble, or unless they were found 
to be unnecessarily negligent. 
Meeting did much to clarify the 
use of rotenone and its effects. Here 
are some of the points brought out: 
1. Rotenone is the best insecticide 
for the ox warble. It also is excel­ 
lent for many other agricultural 
utes such as cabbage worms, grapes 
and so forth. 
Therefore its con­ 
tinued use is not threatened. 
2. It was found in South America 
and is typical of what natives all 
over the world use tar fish poison

For disregarding his own safety in 
the face of heavy enemy fire so that 
a disastrous United Nations retreat 
might be stopped, .Sgt. Thomas F. 
Gaffney, formerly of Sausalito, was 
awarded the Silver Star recently, 
one of the army’s highest recogni­ 
tions of valor. 
Gaffney, an army radio operator, 
was on duty at the Wonju head­ 
quarters of the Sixth ROK Divi­ 
sion on October 1, when a North 
Korean force surged forward in a 
frenzied banzai attack, overrunning 
Wonju and putting the South Ko­ 
rean troops to flight. 
HALTED RETREAT 
Gaffney left his radio and ran 
out under heavy small-arms fire, 
thinking only of halting the dan­ 
gerous retreat of the UN troops. He 
reached the head of the panicked 
column and began to reorganize it 
for a counterattack. 
Pulling men 
from vehicles by sheer physical force, 
at times, Gaffney succeeded in stop­ 
ping the convoy that would have 
carried the South Koreans toward 
the rear lines and let the Reds flood 
the countryside. 
After Gaffney’s daring roundup 
job the ROK’s took heart and went 
back into the attack, repulsing the 
Red Koreans and retaking Wonju. 
Gaffney was commended for gal­ 
lantry in action against the enemy 
by Gen. Matthew Ridgeway, com­ 
mander of the Eighth Army and was 
presented with the Silver Star, an 
award given only tor extremely ha­ 
zardous deeds under enemy tire.

ty announced today. 
Winter weather was blamed far 
the seasonal mg in 


the rains stop, the building trades 
wfH take op their slack, he stated. 
Trade employment showed a sub­ 
stantial drop in January as extra 
worker» were laid off after the holi­ 
days, as buying subsided. 


Nonseasonal industry 
in Marin 
kept a stable level, with little change 
up or down. Government mtahlish- 


ments showed an increase, though 
orders for workers dropped from 29 
to II from the previous month. 
Employment compensation claim« 
climbed only slightly in January, 
417 workers filed, compared with «0 
in December. This was an increase 
of 27, compared with a jump of 135 
in December over November. 
Nonagricultural job openings were 
hitfier in January than in Decem­ 
ber, rising from 144 to 15$. Employ­ 
ers called for 60 service workers, 
with the rest split up among un­ 
skilled, clerical and retail trades. 
Marin trends were in line with 
other Bay counties, as employment 
dropped from 975,700 In December 
to 968500 for January. While re­ 


tail sales, transportation, and con­ 
struction weakened, manufacturing 
advanced, especially in shipbuilding 
and heavy machinery. 
Shortages continued in most of 
the highly skilled occupations, espe­ 
cially in metal 
* nrkem, medical 
workers, draftsmen, and most engi­ 
neers. 
Reports from a number of busi­ 
nesses in the Bay Area indicate an 
employment gain of about 5,000 by 
mid-March; over half of the in­ 
crease should be to manufacturing 
industries.

QUESTIONS RAISED 
Many questions were raised, but 
Dr. Allen Lemen, chief of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture’s chemical 
bureau, explained that each case of 
rotenone usage is different* whe­ 
ther it is just drippings or a dam­ 
aging run-off which reaches 
the 
streams. 
Lemen called Giddings* case “a 
nice piece of investigation work,’’ 
and joined with'District Attorney 
Sims, Captain Lee Shea of the Divi­ 
sion of Fish and Game, and Gordon 
Dixon of the Marin Rod and Gun 
Club to expressing the need for 
cooperation to controlling the use 
of the poison. 


FARM MEETING 
Last night’s meeting was called by 
Thomas W. Peryam, 
agriculture 
commissioner of Marin county, and 
Sheldon Jackson, county farm ad­ 
visor. 
* —- • 
It was hoped that another out­ 
come might be cooperation between 
the Department of Agriculture and 
the Division of Fish and Game in 
the exchange of information con­ 
cerning new chemicals and sprays 
being put into use. 
The original mistake was that 
both departments were using rote­ 
none separately and without any 
knowledge of each other’s operation. 
Thus Fish and Game, which used it 
to kill undesirable fish, didn’t know 
that the agricultural department 
used it, and the latter had no fish 
tolerance established for the spray 
because they had no knowledge that 
it waa getting to the streams and 
killing fish. 


SPORTSMEN ENCOURAGED 
Examples of lack of such coordi­ 
nation have been numerous. One 
given last night was about a new 
discovery put into use for eliminat­ 
ing the coyote menace. Finally it 
was realised that the substance was 
also killing quail. 
But Peryam states that full co­ 
operation and exchange of informa­ 
tion between the two departments 
is forthcoming. 
Giddings has talked 
to 
many 
sportsmen 
who 
are 
discouraged 
over the discovery of fish poison­ 
ing. But he stresses they should 
have a bright outlook since the 
cause of the pollution has ~ been 
found and it is only a matter of 
applying the simple remedy.

A new zoning ordinance, designed 
to give a plan lor orderly growth 
c# San Rafael, waa adopted by the 
San Rafael city council last night. 
The ordinance, and the zoning 
map accompanying it, are the cul 
initiation of several months of in­ 
tensive study and discussion by the 
dty planning commission, its plan­ 
ning consultants, the council, and 
the public. 
According to 
Everett 
Murphy, 
chairman of the planning commis­ 
sion, the new plan will do away 
with spot zoning and will provide 
an orderly growth of the city’s resi­ 
dential and business areas. 
The meeting last night, at which 
the ordinance was finally adopted, 
attracted a large group of citizeás 
as have the previous public hearings 
before the planning commission and 
the council. 
The ordinance was drafted by 
Hahn, Campbell Associates, plan­ 
ning consultants retained by the 
planning commission. 
One significant change in the 
zoning plan presented by the firm 
was the retention of north side of 
First street from West End avenue 
to B street as a commercial zone. 
This area, if the plan had not 
been changed by the council last 
night, would have been zoned an R-3 
area which would limit use to resi­ 
dences, professional offices, or mul­ 
tiple family dwellings. 
Attorney Samuel Gardiner, speak­ 
ing for several property owners on 
First street, said the city “would be 
taking private property for a public 


purpose without compensation if it 1

Murphy presented the planning 
commission’s viewpoint saying First 
street was a natural arterial street 
for traffic from the Miracle Mile 
to Highway 101 and that commer- 
ciu development would hamper the 
flow of traffic if the street were 
ever improved. 
The council voted unanimously, in 
the absence of Mayor Austin, to 
overrule the planning commission 
and its consultants and leave the 
area in its present commercial zone 
Other major dispate settled last 
night was the stains of Fifth 
Avenue;

Sgt. Willard Karl Reed, s&i of 
Mrs. Emma Bothum who lives at 
the Bevans motel on Highway 101, 
left for Kansas City this morning 
to join his mother who is visiting 
another son gravely ill.

For disregarding his own safety in 
the face of heavy enemy fire so that 
a disastrous United Nations retreat 
might be stopped, .Sgt. Thomas F.

Marin Unemployment Up, But 
Building Boom To Take Up Slack 


Marin employment took its usual 
seasonal drop In January with con­ 
struction and trade layoffs, Wilfred 
C. Gruit, state Department of Em­ 
ployment manager for Marin coun­ 
ty announced today. 
Winter weather was blamed for 
the seasonal mg In construction, 
but as temperatures improve' and 
the nine stop, the building trades 
will take up their slack, he stated. 
Trade employment showed a sub­ 
stantial drop in January as extra 
workers were laid off after the holi­ 
days, as buying subsided. 
Nonseasonal industry 
in Marin 
kept a stable level, with little change 
up or down. 


ments showed an increase, though 
orders for workers dropped from 29 
to 11 from the previous month. 
Employment compensation claims 
climbed only slightly in January, 
417 workers filed, compared with 390 
to December. This was an increase 
of 27, compared with a jump of 135 
in December over November. 
Nonagricultural job openings were 
higher to January than to Decem­ 
ber, rising from 144 to 158. Employ­ 
ers called for 80 service workers, 
with the rest split up among un­ 
skilled, clerical and retail trades. 
Marin trends were to line with 
other Bay counties, as employment 
dropped from 975,700 in December 
to 988,100 for January. While ro­ 


ta il sales, transportation, and con­ 
struction weakened, manufacturing 
advanced, especially to shipbuilding 
and heavy machinery. 
Shortages continued to most of

II an agreement is finally reached to build 
the San RafaelRichmond bridge, the money and 
workers are on hand ready to go, will there be 
steel available to do the job? 
That's the question which has arisen often 
since the government damped down on steel and 
other strategic metals. 
There’s no pat answer to that question. Who’s 
to say what’s ahead. But here’s what has hap­ 
pened in the past 
In the last war any road or structure which 
was designated an access road to military estab­ 
lishments received all the materials it needed. 
And it got those materials in a hurry, in many 
instances faster than they would have been 
received in peacetime. 
The big question then is, would the San 
RafaelRichmond bridge be designated as a 
military access road? 
Once again there is no definite answer, but a 
good indication. Obviously it is a direct route 
to Hamilton Field. 
Materials and Air Force 
personnel from other parts of the county could 
be taken off their westbound trains at Richmond 
and sent directly to the field. 
But that’s only a minor instance. There’s no 
doubt but that all arms of the United States* 
fighting machine are interested in the structure. 
At the hearing in Richmond called last year and 
presided over by Colonel Fremont S. Tandy of 
the Army Engineers, representatives of all armed 
forces were present 
Colonel Tandy called on each one of the rep­ 
resentatives to make a statement on the bridge. 
Each man stood up and declined on the basis 
he “was only an observer.” 
Finally, as the hearing neared an end, Colonel 
Tandy called up the man “observing” for the 
Army. 
T n tired of this observer stuff,” he 
said. ‘Tell me, would a San Rafael Richmond 
bridge be of serv ice to the .Army?” 
“I’m not here to make any statements of .Army 
policy,” the officer said, “but yes, the bridge 
would be of sen ice to the Army.” 
Then there is the Navy. 
If the Navy had 
been opposed to the bridge it would have been 
heard from long before this. The Navy's ships 
must sail under this bridge to 
to the big 
Mare Island Navy repair base. 
If the Navy

SACRAMENTO (JP)—By picking 
from a big stack of bills the Legis­ 
lature can write almost any kind 
of changes—liberalizing or restric­ 
tive—Into the state’s social wel­ 
fare laws.

Can We Get Out 
Of Korea Now That 
We’ra So Far In? 


NEW YORK (*y-Many Ameri­ 
cans today want to know when 
the United States troops will get 
out of Korea. 
Most soldiers over there are ask­ 
ing that question, too. And some 
are asking themselves a n o t h e r 
question: "Can we get out—even 
if we try?" They wonder if grab­ 
bing a Chinese dragon by the nose 
isn’t pretty much like holding a 
lion by the tail—« fellow can’t tell 
what will happen if he lets go. 
There is no public answer yet 
as to when the United Nations 
forces will leave Korea. But the 
answer as to whether they can get 
out largely intact is: “Yes, the odds 
are high we can." 
Defense leaders have pledged 
that no enemy force is capable of 
driving the American Eighth Army 
Into the sea. But several develop­ 
ments might lead to a planned 
withdrawal from that bitter penin­ 
sula. And it could be a perilous 
operation that would pale Dun­ 
kerque in scope. 
Here are some of the conditions 
that might lead to a withdrawal: 
1—A complete Allied victory and 
the occupation of Korea clear to 
the Manchurian and Siberian bor­ 
ders. This looks about as likely 
now as for Joe Stalin to apply for 
American citizenship. 
2—An agreement between China 
and the United Nations to puD all 
foreign forces out of the country, 
leaving the South and North Kor­ 


eans again glaring at each other 
acrosa the 38th parallel. 
3—Outbreak of war In Europe 
or elsewhere that might cause 
America to abandon Korea in order 
to deploy its ground forces in a 
more vital area. 
4—An all-out million-man attack 
by the Chinese army that might 
force the United Nations troops to 
withdrew from Korea to save itself 
terrible losses. 
In the event of the first two 
oonditions the problem to with­ 
drawal would be simple. But If 
the pullout were made u n d e r 
Chinese pressure or to send our 
troops to another theater, the prob­ 
lem would be tremendous. 
Here is why: 
One of the most difficult of all 
operations is for one army to dis­ 
engage itself successfully from an­ 
other attacking army —and get 
away without a big toll in men and 
equipment. It is triply difficult to 
get away by sea, for an army is 
very vulnerable while it is being 
loaded on ships. 
However, the American army un- 
doubtably has the mobility and 
flre-powtr to protect itself against 
a Chinese foot army if it decides 
to race back into Urn old Pusan 
perimeter, embark and sail away. 
An umbrella of airpower and the 
might of U. 8. naval guns give 
doable assurance. 
Tim handicap might net come 
from the enemy so much as our 
Allies. What would we do with our 
native Allies—the South Korean 
soldiers, government officials and 
civilian workers who have served 
with us? They would ask: "And 
how about us?" 


That is a' tremendous query de­ 
manding a tremendous reply. For 
to leave them behind would prob­ 
ably doom tens of thousands to a 
certain and desperate death. 
If the decision had to be made 
to abandon them to their fate, 
this would raise an immediate 
danger of disunity within the 
United Nations army itself. It con­ 
sists now of seven American di­ 
visions, the equivalent of another 
division made up of troops from 
overseas nations, and at least ten 
South Korean divisions. 
What would these South Korean 
divisions do if they learned they 
were being left to stand alone? 
Gallantly fight's rear guard action, 
throw down their arms and surren­ 
der, or sell out to the Chinese and 
then turn and attack the Allied 
troops themselves? This is a prob­ 
lem that worries American com­ 
manders aware of the Oriental 
desire to end up on the winning 
side.

There Are Disorders 
With Symptoms Similar 
To Heart Failure 


Though medical knowledge has 
increased amazingly during re­ 
cent years, we are still in the dark 
as to how some of the body’s most 
fundamental processes are regu­ 
lated. 
None of these is more fascinat­ 
ing and few more secret than 
those whereby the blood is kept 
in its normal, healthy state. We 
know, for instance, that this vital 
fluid is teeming with red cells, 
tiny oxygen-carriers which are 
constantly being worn out, de­ 
stroyed, and replaced. We have 
not yet discovered, however, how 
the birth of new red cells is con­ 
trolled — what stimulates their 
formation in the first place, and 
what stops or slows it down when 
the proper number has been sup­ 
plied. 


OUT OF HAND 
On the other hand, we are very 
well aware of what happens when 
this process gets out of hand and 
the bone marrow goes on turning 
out red cells long after normal 
needs are satisfied. This is the 
situation in a disorder known as 
polycythemia. People of the med­ 
ical profession are pretty well 
convinced that the fault must lie 
in the bone marrow, since the 
spleen, chief organ of blood cell 
destruction, seems normal in .these 
cases and is not lying down on its 
job of disposing of over-age cells. 
When such a basic substance 
as the blood is affected by dis­ 
ease, secondary damage to other 
parts of the body is both wide­ 
spread and varied. In polycythe­ 
mia, not only is the number of red 


cells vastly increased, but the vol­ 
ume of the blood is often double 
or triple the normal amount. In 
consequence, the heart cannot keep 
this great volume moving at the 
normal rate. It flows sluggishly 
and with less than its wanted force. 
As a result, there may be symp­ 
toms like those occurring in heart 
failure, and disturbances in the 
extremities, particularly in the feet. 
Blood dots may form in various 
blood vessels,’ such as those which 
supply the heart muscles with blood, 
or in the blood vessels of the brain 
or liver. Ulcer of the stomach is 
frequently found in this condition, 
possibly because the flow of blood 
to the stomach lining is cut off 
by the formation of clots in one 
of the tiny blood vessels. It has 
also been noted that hardening 
of the arteries is more common 
in patients with this disease. 
While no complete cure has yet 
been found, it is possible to keep 
the condition under control for 
many years with treatment by 
X-ray, or with chemicals, such as 
nitrogen mustard. Recently, ra­ 
dio-active phosphorus has been 
employed and has been found to 
check the condition for periods as 
long as three years. 
Removal of blood from a vein 
twice a week, Is also a helpful 
form of treatment. The patient is 
given a diet low in iron-contain­ 
ing foods, and his intake of red 
meat, liver, eggs, and green veg­ 
etables is restricted. g

% the campaign (Sept, 1—Nov. 7) than to Senator Nixon, 
whom The Times supported. Of the total references, 
Mrs. Douglas had 52.6 per cent, Senator Nixon 47.4 
per cent.** 
By thus quoting the only part of the survey favor­ 
able to The Times, that newspaper is guilty of a gross 
falsehood, and shows that It believes its readers to be 
incredibly stupid. 
And by reprinting the editorial, The Independent- 
Journal apparently has the same low opinion of its 
readers* intelligence. 
You received a copy of Stanford’s lengthy news re­ 
lease on the survey, undoubtedly, and I must presume 
that you didn’t take the trouble to read it, or you 
wouldn’t have reprinted The Times’ editorial. In that 
conclusion I am forcing myself to be charitable, be­ 
cause It is easier, based on remembrances of your 
coverage of the campaign, to assume that you delib- 
¿ erately ignored the rest of the survey, to wit: 
In terms of fairness to both candidates, The Times 
had the third worst score, behind The Los Angeles 
Examiner and The San Francisco Call-Bulletln. 
True, The Times did print 825 references (or “state­ 
ments,*' as the survey calls them) about Mrs. Douglas, 
and 819 about Nixon. But a statemenUcould be this: 
“Mrs. Douglas is a woman,” or “Nixon is • man/* As 
the survey exhaustively points out, statements can be 
“neutral,” favorable,” and “unfavorable,” and that 
is how the fairness of the 12 papers in the survey was 
measured.

SACRAMENTO (JP)—By picking 
from a big stack of bills the Legis­ 
lature can write almost any kind 
of changes—liberalizing or restric­ 
tive—into the state’s social wel­ 
fare laws. 
The biggest question is clearly 
ticketed for a decision by the 
voters. That is George H. McLain’s 
far-reaching new old-age pension 
plan. But there are plenty of others 
left for the lawmakers. 
From the advocates of economy 
in government, those wha feel Cal­ 
ifornia’s public assistance programs 
are already too generous have come 
measures to tighten eligibility rules 
and cut grants. 
On the other side, from legisla­ 
tors who feel California is not 
doing enough for its aged, its blind 
and its needy, there are measures 
to increase payments and to set 
up a new category of aid. 
The choice Is wide. There’s a 
broad series of changes in the old 
- age pension law proposed by As­ 
semblyman Robert C. Kirkwood 
(R.-Saratoga) 
(AB 3181). T h e 
author said his bill was designed 
as a possible substitute for Los 
Angeles p e n s i o n promoter Mc­ 
Lain's plan. 
It would peg oldsters', pensions 
a t no specific figure but have 
them, vvhen combined with other 
Income, equal a pensioner’s need 
as determined by the Department 
of Social Welfare. It provides cost 
of living increases, and the. state 
would take over half the cost of

administration, now wholly a coun­ 
ty responsibility. 
There are numerous bills to re­ 
peal the law requiring responsible 
relatives to contribute to the sup­ 
port of the aged and blind. An­ 
other ncustir® woud raise old age 
payments from $75 a month .to 
$85 (AB 2202, Elliott). Others would 
increase blind pensions from $85 
to $90 or $95. 
Working the other way is a 
measure (SB 1588, Weybret), which 
would have old age payments plus 
other income equal need or $75 
a month, whichever 1# less. 
Bills by Senator Nelson S. Dil- 
worth (R.-Hemet) would decrease 
county contributions to pensions 
. at the expense of the state (SB 
1093, 1097 and 1098). 
There is Governor Warren’s re­ 
newed request for $75 a month 
payments to totally and perma­ 
nently disabled persons (AB 1216, 
Maloney and SB 923, Dillinger). 
The Legislature passed it over last 
September so it could make a more 
thorough study of probable costs. 
County residence requirements 
for old age assistance would be 
removed (AB 360, Cooke), and a 
non-citizen could get a pension if 
he had lived In the state 25 years 
(AB 2204, Elliott), "“he age at 
which oldsters could qualify for a 
pension would be reduced from 65 
to 63 (AB 2201, Elliott). 
Most of the restrictive amend­ 
ments are aimed at the much-criti­ 
cized aid to needy children pro­ 
gram. A bill by Assemblyman Har­ 
old K. Levering (R.-Los Angeles) 
(AB 2556) would permit payments 
to be made in commodities instead 
of money and set standards for the 


Social Welfare Board to follow in 
making rules for administering the 
A.N.C. program. 
County spokesmen have rapped 
the board as too free and easy 
in its interpretation of the law. 
Levering would set a top A.N.C. 
grant of $300 a month for a family 
with eight children with payments 
for smaller families scaled down 
from that point (AB 2780). 
Another measure (SB 946, Hulse) 
would cut off AH.C. payments if 
the parent or guardian of a needy 
child refuses to accept suitable 
employment. A relative’s responsi­ 
bility scale for AJN.C. cases would 
be set up (SB 948. Hulse). 
Outside of pensions there are 
several bills to continue perman­ 
ently child care centers which have 
been operating op a year to year 
basis. 
Others: 
To set up a state rehabilitation 
center for cerebral palsied and 
crippled persons (SB 1442, Jesper- 
sen); to establish & nine member 
advisory council on affairs of the 
handicapped (AB 1536, Shaw, and 
SB 1478, Miller); to create a co­ 
ordinating board on state pro­ 
grams for the blind (SB 1575, 
Breed).

To give the state public health 
department $1,000,000 to a s s i s t * 
counties in building hospital facil­ 
ities for chronically ill and infirm 
persons whose condition results 
from their age (SB 1047, Ward and 
AB 2064, Kirkwood); to provide 
a subsidy for counties which take 
care of mentally ill patients in 
hopes they can be cured in 90 days 
or less (AB 1689, Kirkwood, and 
SB 603, Breed).

Can We Get Out 
Of Korea Now That 
We're So Far In? 


NEW YORK W —Many Ameri- 
today want to know when 
the United States troops will get 
out of Korea. 
Most soldiers over there are ask­ 
ing that question, too. And some 
are asking themselves a n o t h e r 
question: “Can we get out—even 
if we try?” They wonder if grab­ 
bing a Chinese dragon by the nose 
isn’t pretty much like holding a 
lion by the tail—a fellow can’t tell 
what will happen if he lets go. 
There is no public answer yet 
as to when the United Nations 
Torees will leave Korea. But the 
answer as to whether they can get 
out largely intact is: “Yes, the odds 
are high we can” 
Defense leaders have pledged 
that no enemy force is capable of 
driving the American Eighth Army 
into the sea. But several develop­ 
ments might lead to .a planned 
withdrawal from that bitter penin­ 
sula. And it could be a perilous 
operation that would pale Dun­ 
kerque in scope. 
Here are some of the eqnditkms 
th at might lead to a withdrawal: 
1—A complete Allied victory and 
the occupation of Korea clear to 
the Manchurian and Siberian bor­ 
ders. This looks about as likely 
now as for Joe Stalin to apply for 
American citizenship. 
2—An agreement between China 
and the United Nations to pull all 
foreign forces out of the country, 
leaving the South and North Kor­ 


eans again glaring at each other 
across the 38th parallel. 
3—Outbreak of war. in Europe 
or elsewhere that might cause 
America to abandon Korea in order 
to deploy its ground forces in a 
more vital area. 
4—An all-out million-man attack 
by the Chinese army that might 
force the United Nations troops to 
withdrew from Korea to save itself 
terrible losses. 
In the event of the first two 
conditions the problem to with­ 
drawal would be simple. But if 
the pullout were made u n d e r 
Chinese pressure or to send our 
troops to another theater, the prob­ 
lem would be tremendous. 
Here is why: 
One of the most difficult of all 
operations is for one army to dis­ 
engage itself successfully from an­ 
other Attacking army —and get 
away without a big toll in men and 
equipment. It is triply difficult to 
get away by sea, for an army is 
very vulnerable while it is being 
loaded on ships. 
However, the American army un- 
doubtably has the mobility and 
fire-power to protect itself against 
a Chinese foot army if it decides 
to race back into the old Pusan 


That is 1 tremendous query de­ 
manding a tremendous reply. For 
to leave them behind would prob­ 
ably doom tens of thousands to a 
certain and desperate death. 
If the decision had to be made 
to abandon them to their fate, 
this would raise an immediate 
danger of disunity within the 
United Nations army itself. It con­ 
sists now of seven American di­ 
visions, the equivalent of another 
division made up of troops from 
overseas nations, and at least ten 
South Korean divisions. 
What would these South Korean 
divisions do if thsy learned they 
were being left to stand alone? 
Gallantly fight1* rear guard action, 
throw down their arms and surren­ 
der, or sell out to the Chinese and 
then turn and attack the Allied 
troops themselves? This is a prob­ 
lem that worries American com­ 
manders aware of the Oriental 
desire to end up on the winning 
side.

Wholesale and 
retail meat dealers complain that while the 
retail price of meat has been ordered frozen, 
packers' prices have gone up in some regions. 
The Office of Price Stabilization has ordered 
packers to roll them back, if they have raised 
them* since January 26. 
President Vargas of BraziJ complains that the 
United States order setting coffee price ceilings 
may upset international relations and asks Wash­ 
ington to reconsider. 
A cheery note comes from California, however. 
Frequent rains have given the grape growers 
prospects of a good crop this year. A short crop 
last year almost doubled some California wine 
and champagne prices, says Alfred Fromm, presi­ 
dent of Paul Masson vineyards, Saratoga, Calif. 
But things look brighter this year, he says. 
Domestic champagne sales this year should break 
all records, and the expected good crop should 
hold down prices. 
Maybe it'll help take your mind off the high 
cost of eating.

There Are Disorders 
Wifh Symptoms Similar 
To Heart Failure 


Though medical knowledge has 
increased amazingly during re­ 
cent years, we are still In the dark 
• as to how some of the body’s most 
fundamental processes are regu­ 
lated. 
None of these is more fascinat­ 
ing and few more secret than 
those whereby the blood is kept 
in its normal, healthy state. We 
know, for Instance, that this vital 
fluid is teeming with red cells, 
tiny oxygen-carriers which are 
constantly being worn out, de­ 
stroyed, and replaced. We have 
not yet discovered, however, how 
the birth of new red cells is con­ 
trolled — what stimulates their 
formation in the first place, and 
what stops or slows it down when 
the proper number has been sup­ 
plied. 


OUT OF HAND 
On the other hand, we are very 
well aware of what happens when 
this process gets out of hand and 
the bone marrow goes on turning 
out red cells long after normal 
needs are satisfied. This is the 
situation In a disorder known as 
polycythemia. People of the med­ 
ical profession are pretty well 
convinced that the fault must Me 
in the bone marrow, since the 
spleen, chief organ of blood cell 
destruction, seems normal in .these 
cases and is not lying down on its 
job of disposing of over-age cells. 
When such a basic substance 
as the blood Is affected by dis­ 
ease, secondary damage to other 
parts of the body is both wide­ 
spread and varied. In polycythe­ 
mia, not only is the number of red 


cells vastly increased, but the vol­ 
ume of the blood is often double 
or triple the normal amount. In 
consequence, the heart cannot keep 
this great volume moving at the 
normal rate. It flows sluggishly 
and with less than its wanted force. 
As a result, there may be symp­ 
toms like those occurring in heart 
failure, and disturbances in the 
extremities, particularly in the feet. 
Blood clots may form in various 
blood vessels,’ such as those which 
supply the heart muscles with blood, 
or in the blood vessels of the brain 
or liver. Ulcer of the stomach is 
frequently found in this condition, 
possibly because the flow of blood 
to the stomach lining is cut off 
by the formation of clots in one 
of the tiny blood vessels. It has 
also been noted that hardening 
of the arteries Is more common 
In patients with this disease. 
While no complete cure has yet 
been found, it is possible to keep 
the condition under control for 
m any years with treatment by 
X-ray, or with chemicals, sucli as 
nitrogen mustard. Recently, ra­ 
dio-active phosphorus has been 
employed and has been found to 
check the condition for periods as 
long as three years. 
Removal of blood from a vein 
twice a week, is also a helpful 
form of treatment. The patient la 
given a diet low in imn-sontain- 
ing foods, and his intake of red 
meat, liver, eggs, and green veg­ 
etables is restricted.

California game officials are of the 
opinion that the 1950 deer season did 
not come up to expectations despite 
' the fact that the number of animals 
killed had been exceeded by only 
one other season. 
Nimrods took a total of 49,185 
deer last season. This has been ex­ 
ceeded only by one other year—1949 
—when 52,082 deer were killed. 
More than 47,000 of this year’s 
harvest was taken during the regu­ 
lar seasons. Special seasons in the 
Devil’s garden area of Modoc coun­ 
ty and the former Mineral King 
Fédéral Refuge accounted for ap- 
promixately 2,000 more deer. 
It was mostly in the two special 
seasons that game officials feel the 
failure of the season came. 
The 
seasons were for the purpose of re­ 
ducing deer populations which had 
grown beyond the capacity of their 
feeding ranges to sustain the herds. 
These seasons produced a smaller 
kill than had been hoped for, ac­ 
cording to game specialists. How­ 
ever—the kill was sufficient to re­ 
lieve some of the extreme pressure 
for winter forage. 
With the deer population in Cali­ 
fornia now almost 1,000,000, it had 
been hoped that the nimrods would 
have their greatest season in his­ 
tory. 
It is thought that unless 
hunters start killing more deer, 
these animals will almost eat them­ 
selves out of a place to live. 
The poor hunting weather of last 
fall is given as the big reason that 
the harvest of deer was not greater. 
Early in the season the weather was 
so hot little hunting was practical. 
Later the extreme wet weather hit 
and it was exceptionally difficult to 
get much good shooting. * 
An epidemic of foot rot and pro­ 
posals to keep some areas closed 
because of fire hazard also were 
credited with holding (town the kill. 
The most deer killed in any one 
county occurred in Mendocino coun­ 
ty where 2,927 animals were taken. 
* -*• • 
Fish experts of the state think 
that they have finally discovered 
what was killing so many fish In 
the northern Marin county area. 
They say that dairymen of the 
area unwittingly have bpen respon­ 
sible for poisoning millions of the 
fish in streams of the area. The 
poison, they theorize, is Rotenone, 
which Is widely used as an insecti­ 
cide spray for cattle. 
The substance Is known to be 
deadly to fish—and is used on oc­ 
casion to clear unwanted fish from 
lakes. It does not harm livestock or 
humans. 
The search for the killer started 
as a result of thousands of dead 
fish being found periodically along 
the Marin county streams, The man

Nabbed In Latest 


Cage Bet Cleanup 


NEW YORK (/P>—College basket­ 
ball’s biggest bet scandal spread to 
another major school today with the 
arrest of three Long Island Uni­ 
versity cage stars charged with ’’fix­ 
ing” games. The district attorney 
said they confessed after 13 hours 
of questioning. 
One of the players snared in the 
widening gambling expose* was 
Sherman White, six-foot, seven- 
inch forward considered one of the 
top court stars of the nation. The 
21-year-old White, a Negro, is the 
country's second highest scorer. 
White and his two accused team­ 
mates, Capt. Adolph Bigos, 25, of 
Perth Amboy, NJ„ and Le Roy 
Smith, 21, Newark, N.J., a Negro, 
were charged with accepting a $3,000 
bribe to lose or try to lose a game 
b e t w e e n LIU a nd K a n s a s 
State at Madison Square Garden 
last Dee. 2. Eight-point favorites, 
LIU won the game 60-59 after losing 
a large early lead. Thus LIU bet­ 
tors lost their money, but the 
gamblers in on the fix, betting on 
Kansas State to come within eight 
points of winning, were reported to 
have made a killing. 
In addition, District Attorney 
Frank S. Hogan said, the three ath­ 
letes plotted to arrange the point 
spreads in a cumber of LIU games 
this season. 
The sensational b e t t i n g coup 
broke wide open last Sunday, en­ 
meshing in Its bribe net four other 
players, including three stars of the 
College of the City of New York, 
whose ‘‘Cinderella team” swept to 
the National Invitation and NCAA 
championships last year for basket­ 
ball's first and only “grand slam.” 
The fourth player arrested was 
from New York University. 
Hogan said the LIU stars Woke 
under the long questioning and ad­ 
mitted at 2 am. (PST) today they 
had accepted the bribes. The dis­ 
trict attorney added they operated 
through Salvatore T. Sollazzo and 
ex-LIU player Edward Gard “to set 
up betting crews on certain games.” 
Sollazzo and Gard also were 
charged with being the “money 
man” and go-between, respectively, 
in the CCNY phase of the scandal. 
Hogan implied the earlier arrests 
set the stage for the seizure of the 
LIU players. 
The four players arrested Sunday 
were Ed Warner, widely regarded 
last year as the nation’s No. 1 col­ 
legiate basketball player, Ed Roman 
and A1 Roth of City College and 
Harvey (Connie) Schaff of NYU. 
The district attorney’s office dis­ 
closed today that detectives had re­ 
covered $5,060 from a Brooklyn 
safety deposit boxi. Roth admitted 
that the money came from bribes he 
had taken, the office said.

California 
Out Of Doors 
By ED DOLAN 
United Press Staff Correspondent 
California game officials are of the 
opinion that the 1950 deer season did 
not come up :to expectations despite 
the fact that the number of animals 
killed had been exceeded by only 
one other season. 
Nimrods took a total of 49,185 
deer last season. This has been ex­ 
ceeded only by one other year—1949 
—when 52,082 deer were killed. 
More than 47,000 of this year’s 
harvest was taken during the regu­ 
lar seasons. Special seasons In the 
Devil’s garden area of Modoc coun­ 
ty and the former Mineral King 
Féderal Refuge accounted for ap- 
promixately 2,000 more deer. 
It was mostly in the two special 
seasons that game officials feel the 
failure of the season came. 
The 
seasons were for the purpose of re­ 
ducing deer populations which had 
grown beyond the capacity of their 
feeding ranges to sustain the herds. 
These seasons produced a smaller 
kill than had been hoped for, ac­ 
cording to game specialists. How­ 
ever—the kill was sufficient to re­ 
lieve some of the extreme pressure 
for winter forage. 
With the deer population in Cali­ 
fornia now almost 1,000,000, it had 
been hoped that the nimrods would 
have their greatest season In his­ 
tory.- It is thought that unless 
hunters start killing more deer, 
these animals will almost eat them­ 
selves out of a place to live. 
The poor hunting weather of last 
fall is given as the big reason that 
the harvest of deer was not greater. 
Early in the season the weather was 
so hot little hunting was practical. 
Later the extreme wet weather hit 
and it was exceptionally difficult to 
get much good shooting. 
An epidemic of foot rot and pro­ 
posals to keep some areas closed 
because of fire hazard also were 
credited with holding down the kill. 
The most deer killed In any one 
county occurred in MendoJno coun­ 
ty where 2,927 animáis were taken.

Nabbed In Latest 


Cage Bet Cleanup 
NEW YORK (/FT—College basket­ 
ball’s biggest bet scandal spread to 
another major school today with the 
arrest of three Long Island Uni 
versity cage stars charged with “fix­ 
ing” games. The district attorney 
said they confessed af ter 13 hours 
of questioning. 
One of the players snared in the 
widening gambling expose* was 
Sherman White, six-foot, seven- 
inch forward considered one of the 
top court stars of the nation. The 
22-year-old White, a Negro, is the 
country’s second highest scorer. 
White and his two accused team 
mates, Capt. Adolph Blgos, 25, of 
Perth Amboy, N.J., and Le Roy 
Smith, 21, Newark, N.J., a Negro, 
were charged with accepting a $3,000 
bribe to lose or try to lose a game 
between LIU and Kansas 
State at Madison Square Garden 
last Dec. 2. Eight-point favorites, 
LIU won the game 60-59 after losing 
a large early lead. Thus LIU bet­ 
tors lost their money, but the 
gamblers in on the fix, betting on 
Kansas State to come within eight 
points of winning, were reported to 
have made a killing. 
In addition, District Attorney 
Frank S. Hogan said, the three ath 
letes plotted to arrange the point 
spreads In a number of LIU games 
this season. 
The sensational b ettin g coup 
broke wide open last Sunday, en­ 
meshing in Its bribe net four other 
players, Including three stars of the 
College of the City of New York, 
whose “Cinderella team” swept to 
the National invitation and NCAA 
championships last year for basket­ 
ball's first and only “grand slam.” 
The fourth player arrested was 
from New York University. 
Hogan said the LIU stars Woke 
under the long questioning and ad­ 
mitted at 2 am. (PST) today they 
had accepted the bribes. The dis­ 
trict attorney added they operated 
through Salvatore T. Sollazzo and 
ex-LIU player Edward Gard “to set 
up betting crews on certain games.” 
Sollazzo and Gard also were 
charged with being the “money 
man” and go-between, respectively, 
n the CCNY phase of the scandal. 
Hogan implied the earlier arrests 
set the stage for the seizure of the 
LIU players. 
The four players arrested Sunday 
were Ed Warner, widely regarded 
last year as the nation's No. I col­ 
egíate basketball player, Ed Roman 
and A1 Roth of City College and 
Harvey (Connie) Schaff of NYU. 
The district attorney’s office dis­ 
closed today that detectives had re­ 
covered $5,060 from a Brooklyn 
safety deposit boj¿ Roth admitted 
that the money came from bribes he 
had taken, the office said.
